9. To see if the town will vote to lend their credit to the 
Groveton Village Precinct for the purchase of the Northumber- 
land Water Co’s. plant, the amount not to exceed $25,000, the 
bonds to mature in 20 years, andthe Precinct to secure said 
town on said plant. 

10. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will vote 
to raise for sidewalks and sewers for the ensuing year. 
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11. To see if the town will vote a discount upon all taxes 
paid on or before September Ist, 1896, and at what rate. 

12. To see if the town will vote to refund to Patrick 
Purtle the sum of $9.85, being the amount of taxes assessed 
against him April Ist, 1895, for interest money. 

13. To see what action the town will take in regard to a 
Town Hall, and raise money for the same.
